staff and the relocation of agency offices; and

WHEREAS, Under Mrs. Reed's leadership, new programs,

including workshops, informational clinics, job fairs, and toy

giveaways, were started within the agency; the agency also

opened its Carpentersville satellite office; and
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WHEREAS, Mrs. Reed has worked to create new partnerships

for Centro in a quest to better serve the community, including

partnerships with Sherman Hospital, Junior Service Board

(Clothing Center), Community Crisis Center, Ecker Center, Renz

Addiction Center, Girl Scouts, and EFS Bank; she has obtained

funding for the agency from both the St. Charles and Northwest

Suburban United Ways and established other funding sources;
